S.0.104(E).— Whereas, the Central Government by notification of the 
Government of India in the erstwhile Ministry of Surface Transport ( Roads 
Wing) number S.O. 78 (E), dated the 4^ February, 1999 issued under section 
11 of the National Highways Authority of India Act, 1988 (68 of 1988), 
hereinafter referred to as said Act, entrusted the stretches from Km 18.800 ~ 
Km 93.000 ( Delhi/ Haryana Border - Haryana/ Uttar Pradesh Border section) 
in the State of Haryana and Km 93.000 - Km 479.000 (Haryana/Uttar Pradesh 
Border -- Kanpur section) in the State of Uttar Pradesh) of National Highway No 
2 to the National Highways Authority of India (hereinafter referred to as the 
Authority); 

And whereas, pursuant to the powers conferred by section 14 of the said 
Act, the Authority has entered into an agreement with M/s DA Toll Road 
Private Limited, having its registered office at H Block, l^t Floor, Dhirubhai 
Ambani Knowledge City Navi Mumbai - 400710 Maharashtra, India 
(hereinafter referred to as the Concessionaire) for the development, operation 
and maintenance of the existing four lane section from Km 20.500 to Km 
200.000 (Delhi ~ Agra section) of the National Highway No, 2 in the State of 
Haiyana and Uttar Pradesh (hereinafter referred to as the said section) to six 
lane divided carriageway on Design, Build, Finance, Operate ( DBFO) basis; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 8A of the 
National Highways Act, 1956 (48 of 1956), read with the National Highways 
Fee (Determination of Rates and Collection) Rules, 2008, and in supersession
